In 
October and November the rural 
program was completed. This com- 
prised three visits to each of the 
twenty-five country schools. A gra- 
tifving attendance was maintained 
throughout, 

One special clinic was held at 
the Rosebud Hutterite Colony for 
the purpose of giving the children 
reinforcements and vaccinations 

Communicable Disease: Early in 
this quarter Dr. McFettridae of 
Didsbury was consulted regarding 


a serious outbreak of Impetigo 
among the Hutterite children at- 
tending Elba School. A trip was 


made to the Colony. with the Doe- 
tor in eharge of examining those 
infected, Following treatment, sat- 
isfactory results were obtained 

In October there was an outbreak 
of Chickenpox in the Water Valley 
listriet, with twenty-four cases re- 
ported 

Sporadic cases of Red Measles 
had been renorted from the Sundre 
md Olds districts during October 
Late in November the Town of Olds 
suffered an epidemic. Several child- 


ren develoned serious complica- 
tions, and one infant died as a re- 
sult of these 

At the beginning of the new 
quarter the epidemic appears to 
have abated
